Said Dave Montoure, 
local business owner, "How many millions have we spent on lawsuits and in the courts defending Lisa's 
atrocious policies?" referring to the numerous pieces of legislation sponsored by Herbold that end up 
in prolonged court battles, lawsuits and taxpayer settlements. 

In the letter, the carpetbagging Councilmember also attempts to paint her opponent as a failed 
business operator, pointing to several business licenses in a "dissolved" status with the State of 
Washington. 

"The fact that she confuses "dissolving a business" with business failure is concerning. It just shows how 
little a life-long bureaucrat understands about the business world." Said neighbor and small business 
owner, Elise Lindborg, referring to Herbold's 21 year tenure with the City Council. "It's time for career 
politicians to be voted out of office.
